Many permanent hotel residents 
in cities throughout the country 
were notified Tuesdav that their

A check of representativ 
cities from to coast indi 
cated ogy with |jthe death of OPA 
controls on hotel rents, the ma- 
jority of permanent hotel! residents 
could expect some upward re 
vision in their rates. 

The situation ‘varied radically, 
even within individual cities, but 
a 15 percent boost was the figur 
most requently reported 

Some hotels said no increase in 
rates was contemplated. Other 
hotels reported increases ranging 
from a “moderate adjustment” to 
one isolated boost of 300 percent. 

Reports from the various cities 
included: 

NEW YORK—The New 
Hotel Association said it does not 
expect anything “very drastic” al- 
though there “may be some adjust- 
ments to balance inequities in 
rents.” One hotel notified a tenant 
that effective Aug. 1 his rental 
would increase from $100 to $11 
monthly. 

CHICAGO The Edgewater 
Beach Hotel gaid it would boost 
rates for its 400 permanent guests 
“no higher than 15 percent’ next 
month. The Southmoor Hotel an- 
nounced a similar boost for 243 
permanent guests. However, an 
official of the huge Stevens Hote! 
said no rate increase was planned. 

PHILADELPHIA — Most hotels 
were planning I) percent. rate 
boosts and elimination of “iIn- 
equalities’ which favored some 
tenants paying .less than others for 
comparable quarters. One hotel 
dropped its $100 monthly. rate in 
favor of a straight $5 daily rate— 
a 50 percent boost One $425 
monthly suite was hiked to $35 
daily. or about $1,050 monthly. 

DENVER—Gov. Lee Knous, of 
Colorado, said he received reports 
of several “sharp” rent jumps. One 
man earning $170 monthly, he 
said, had his tourist camp rent 
boosted 300 percent to $240 a 
month. Most hotel managers told 
reporters they planned increases 
ranging from 25 to 60 percent. 

ST. LOUIS—Most hotels re- 
ported they planned increases 
“averaging just under 15 percent” 
effective Aug. 1.

Perhaps no event since the war so well 
illustrates, the demise of the old theory of 
isolation, as well as a certain degree of 
smugness, as the overwhelming vote in the 
House of Representatives in favor of ad- 
mitting Hawaii as the 49th State. The 
vote, yet to be concurred in by the Senate. 
is nothing more than the fulfillment of a 
pledge to the people of Hawaii when it be- 
came a territory in 1900. 


If the Senate concurs. and we believe 


it will see the wisdom of so doing, Hawaii’ 


will become the first State outside the 
continental limits of North America. The 
action will serve as a precedent and give 
hope to the peoples of Alaska and Puerto 
Rico, who also would like the privileges 
of statehood. 


The population of Hawaii is approxi- 
matély 519,000, considerably greater than 
the populations of Arizona and New Mexi- 
co when they were the

Milk Grading Effective August First 


Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Lin- 
der has delayed for one month the effec- 
tive date of Milk Order No. 30.

What the Rent Law Provides 


Perhaps you already have been ap- 
proached by your landlord about a rent 
increase which is permissible under the 
new law signed, reluctantly, by President 
Truman Monday. If you have not, the 
chances are that you will be, and it is to

no rent increase unless the tenant agrees 
{o it and simultaneously is granted a lease 
which expires not sooner than Dec. 31, 
1948. The maximum increase possible un- 
der the new law is 15 percent. The land- 
lord cannot ask for more and he may be 
content with less. 


The chief advantage to the tenant in 


the new law is that once a new lease 1s’ 


signed it guards against any furthér rent 
increase until the end of next vear. By 
that time; Congress hoped when it passed 
the bill, the housing shortage will have 


been overcome. All rent controls end 
next Feb. 29. Thus, unless the tenant. has 
a ledse signed in accordance with terms of 
the new law and protecting him against 
increases until the end of next year, he 
may be faced with a rent hike greater 
than 15 percent after controls expire. 
Under terms of the act no rent increase 
can become effective until after a copy of 
the lease has been filed with the area rent 
office. This examine

Further, a new lease cannot decrease 
the essential services, furniture and equip- 
ment which have been provided hereto- 
fore.

I don’t feel too good about things, but we are doing *generally 
better than we did after World War I. 4 

I am aware of the fact that crime is, as they say, rampant; that 
murder and rape seem to occur with greater frequency than ever 
before, and that racial tensions are generally believed at a desperate 
Stage.

Move Quietly 


WASHINGTON—Something has 
been quietly in progress in Chi-| 
cago and Detroit which may in the| 
end have a more profound effect 


on the future of the American 
labor movement, and indeed on 
American politics as a whole, than 
the controversia! new labor act. 

One of the slickest maneuvers 
in labor history has been going on 
in the CIO’s United Automobile 
Workers, the biggest CIO union. 
This maneuver is*designed to oust 
Walter Reuther, anti-Communist 
UAW President, from the union's 
leadership and replace him with 
George Addes, dark-faced ambi- 
tious Secretary-Treasurer, who 
has consistently worked with the 
Communists. 

If the trick succeeds, the re- 
sults are entirely foreseeable. 
- Unions represent ng something 
close to a majority of the total 
membership of the CIO will 
then have fallen under tight 
Communist control or deep 
Communist influence. The situa- 
tion will be quite. beyond reme- 
dy by Philip Murray, the CIO’s 
sincere but vacillating Presi- 
dent. And for the first time in 
American history a really im- 
portant segment of the Ameri- 
can labor movement will be at 
the beck and call of the Com- 
munist Party. In the light of 
this possibility, the commotion 
about the labor law looks pretty 
like fiddling while Rome burns. 


FOR A LONG time there has 
been jurisdictional UAW troubles 
between the UAW and another 
CIO union, the small Farm Equip- 
ment Workers. The Farm Equip- 
ment Workers are tightly held by 
the Communists. The political 
position of Grant Oakes, Farm 
Equipment President, may be de- 
duced from the fact that he has 
indorsed a subscription drive of 
“The New York Daily Worker,” a 
journal to which he frequently 
grants exclusive interviews. 

Nevertheless the CIO leader- 
ship, Reuther included, has re- 
peatedly attempted to arrange a 
merger between the UAW and the 
FEW, to do away with the juris- 
dictional complications. The FEW 
has always pulled away from 
simple amalgamation, on Instruc- 
tions from the party, claiming that 
the union needed a “better deal.” 

When the FEW turned down 
a specific merger proposal made 
by the CIO, which the UAW 
had accepted, a committee of 
the UAW was established to 
negotiate with a similar com- 
mittee from the FEW to find 
acceptable terms. The UAW 
committee was headed by Jo- 
seph Mattson, and the two other 
members were Arnold Attwood 
and George Burt. All three are 
Addes men. Mattson never re- 
ported any specific progress to 
the UAW board. In March 
Reuther offered to help along 
negotiations. A number of meet- 
ings between the two commit- 
tees were called, to take place in 
Reuther’s office. All were can- 
celed at the last moment by the 
FEW. 

The regular board meeting of 
the UAW took place in Chicago 
from June 9 to June 13. On June 
10 the FEW issued a statement 
that a proposal for a merger had 
been submitted to Philip Murray. 
Questioneu on this, George Addes 
claimed that he knew nothing 


about it, and so did his men on/'| 


the board. Walter Reuther an- 
nounced during the meeting that 
he would have to leave on the last 
day, Friday the 13, for Washing- 
ton at 11:15 that morning. 

Murray never received the pro 
posal. 


AT 10 O’CLOCK on Friday the 
Addes wing of the board sudden 
ly produced a merger agreement. 
It transpired that this agreement 
had been worked out.in final form 
in the same hotel in which Reu- 
ther was staying... But Reuther, as 
President of the UAW, had never 
been told that the work was go- 
ing forward. 

Reuther's objections were not to 
the merger, which he himself had 
attempted to promote, but to its 
terms. The agreement was full of 
“gimmicks,” largely designed to 
give the political influence of the

MOST ALARMING and surpris- 
ing, too, is that it would strike at 
the fundamental policy of regula- 
tion recognized for years, far back 
beyond the New Deal, and spon- 
sored, in basic principles, by Re- 
publican Presidents and instituted 
by Republican Congresses. It was 
President Hoover who, in 1929, 
recommended creation of an inde- 
pendent Federal Power Commis- 
sidn. A Republican Congress auth- 
orized it in 1930. This was in re- 
sponse to the demonstrated need 
for Federal regulation because of 
expansion of the power industry 
across the State lines and the 
abuses that had multiplied under 
ineffective State regulation. 


The 1930 act implemented an 
earlier one, the Federal Water- 
power Act, put through by a Re- 
publican Congress in 1920. This, 
in itself, was to project further 
a broad policy first enunciated 
by President Theodore Roose- 
velt and endorsed by President 
Taft for development of water- 
power resources on a national 
scale in the general public in- 
terest and under Federal regu- 
lation,

The Executive Committee of the Georgia Division, American Can- 
cer Society, Tuesday appropriated more than $100,000 to carry on the 
biggest cancer control program ever undertaken in Georgia. 


Dr. Enoch Callaway, of La- 
Grange, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, presided at the 
session which voted: funds for can- 
cer research, education, detection 
and treatment. 

The Committee voted a $7,590 
appropriation for the Emory Uni- 
versity School of Medicine to car- 
cancer research pro- 

The program was begun 
last vear when the Georgia Dvi- 
vision of the Cancer Society allo- 
cated Emory $5,000 for cancer re- 
search.

An extensive Statewide educa- 
tional program was outlined By 
Dr. Callaway, and an initial ap- 
propriation of $16,000 was voted 
to start it. The educational pro- 
gram seeks to teach a minimum 
of one out of two every Georgia 
families (1) the seven danger sig- 
nals of cancer and (2) the urgency 
of early cancer treatment. 

Dr. Callaway pointed out that 2,-

Let a gal gain 10 pounds, and 
20 of them pad the hips, or so it 
seems in Summer. No series could 
be slimming without a set of ex- 
ercises to roll off the bulges. 

Happily, hips are not the im- 
movable mass they are imagined 
” Be. 4 not when irresistible 
force is used on them anyway. In 
hot weather, next to swimming, 
rolling is the easiest form of exer- 
cise. The floor is the force that 
makes the hips give. \ 

To deal with an all-around hip 
problem, the ¢echnique is to roll 
plump across the hip spread 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
legs straight down. Just relax. To 
make it easier, keep the feet on 
floor as you roll. 

Movement: Take it slow and 
easy, roll across the hip span and 
on over to one thighline, then 
slowly roll back across the hips 
and on over to the other side. 
Figure it out and you can see that 
slow rolling is far more smoothing. 
It’s hit, not miss. 

To smooth away a shelf, or 
“back-porch” effect as one girl 
termed it, brimk the weight to bear 
on that spot, Try an up-and-over- 
roll. 

Position: Lie on back on floor, 
arms out at sides, legs together 
and held straight up in air from 
the hips, almost at right angles to 
the trunk ; 

Action: Rall over to one side 
until the weight is resting on one 
elbow and all. along one thighline. 
Now, up agaim and over, so as to 
hit the fat ‘padding the other 
thighline and the back of the hips. 
Start with six or eight counts, 
rolling up the count later. If you'll 
keep the lower abdominal muscles 
pulled up snugly, this helps to tone 
the muscular girdle. 

If the above exercise was too 
tough to take , try an easier 
version . 

Position Lie back, knees 
flexed and pulled up over chest, 
hands clasped around knees. Roll. 

All this gives the circulation a 
gentle job, tones the skin and mus- 
cles and definitely smooths out 
hip bulges.
